Guru Shirodkar and Shri P. Gaonkar , 
the General Secretary of the Goa Textile Workers ASSO 
ciation on behalf of the workinan and Shri Ram Miurli 
Singh , the Personal Manager of the employer . The parties 
prayed that consent Award be passed in terms of settle 
ment. I have gone through the terms of settlement and I 
am satisfied that they are in the interest of the workman . 
I, therefore , accept the submissions made by the parties 
and pass the Consent Award in terms of the settlement 
dated 6th October, 1994 at Exb .

2. On receipt of the reference , a WILS registered 
under No. IT /22 / 89 and notices were issued to the parties . 
In pursuance to the said notices , the parties put in their 
appearance . Party I ( For short " Workinan " ) who was 
represented by Goa Textile Worker s Association in this 
reference , filed his statement of claim at Exb . 1 , and Party 
II (For short " Employer " ) filed its written statement. 
The brief facts of the use as stated by the workinan in 
his statement of claim are that he was working with the 
Employer as a sider in ring frame department since Jall 
ary 1988. However , no letter of appointment was issued to 
him . The workman fell sick , suffering from Bronchitis , 
and was under treatment during the period 1-6-1988 to 
14-6-1988 as a result of which he could not report for his 
duties during the said period . By letter dated 14-6-88 . The 
workman informed the employer that he was sick and that 
he wanted to resume the duties w . e . f. 14-6-1988 . However , 
he was not allowed to do so , and he was informed by 
letter dated 15-6-1988 that it was the policy of the mana 
gement not to keep the habitual absentees who remained 
absent for more than 10 days without intimation . Therefore , 
the workman again by letter dated 16-7-88 requested the 
employer to allow him to resume his duties, but he was 
not allowed to do so . Thereafter , the workman raised the 
industrial dispute before the Labour Commissioner , which 
resulted into failure & hence the Government made this 
reference . The main contention of the workman is that
